Block Of Taft-Hartley 


Law Shows Demo Unity 


A X the su tnce the Senate gavePresident 
j ^ E is e n h o w e r a rebuff when it recently 
returned to committee his proposed re vi­ 
sions of the Taft-H artley labor law. But 
the political damage may not go very deep. 
Though Taft-Hartley has been something 
of a political issue ever since it became 
law in 1947, there is no sign the voters are 
likely to be fired up over it this fall. 


And the plain fact is that the particular 
amendments just defeated were not desired 
now by cither the labor leaders or busi­ 
ness. Borh sidev preferred no bill to these 
revisions, and they appear certain to get 
their wish. 


Perhaps of more significance, though. i> 
toe solid Democratic vote against the re­ 
vision measure. Northern 
and 
southern 
Democrats united in opposition, but 
for 
different reasons. Northerners felt it didn't 
go far enough in labor's favor: conserva­ 
tive southerner- believed it lacked 
suffi­ 
cient curbs on labor. 


This kind of unity Would seem to have 
no promise of endurance. Yet if it is im ­ 
provised very many times, from whatevei 
diverse motives, it can help to play hob 
with M r. Eisenhower’s program. For 
he 
has so far been unable to command the 
lu ll supjx)ii of his own party on 
these 
plans. 


In any event, Taft-H artley would seem 
to be a dead issue for a good 
while— at 
least until 1955 and possibly until flogged 
into life for the next presidential stakes in 
I 1956.
